Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 
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4. Claims 1, 2, 3, 4, 15, 16, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Chan et al (Chan) (U.S. 6,378,070). 

With respect to claim 1, 2, 3, 4, 15, 16 and 17, Chan discloses a method for securely 
controlling the printing of a plaintext document (document) generated by a first source (the 
abstract, hnes 1-1 1), comprising the steps of: receiving at a printer (140) via a first secure 
communication channel (1 10) a first key sent by the first source (column 2, lines 20-31); 
obtaining at the printer a second key based on communication between the printer and a second 
source (column 2, Unes 27-31), receiving at the printer fi^om the second source via a second 
communication channel an encrypted version of the plaintext document (column 2, lines 27-42), 
decrypting at the printer using the first and second keys the encrypted version of the plaintext 
document to obtain the plaintext document at the printer (column 2, lines 40-43), and printing 
with the printer the plaintext document obtained at the printer via the decrypting at the printer of 
the encrypted version of the plaintext document (column 2, lines 40-43). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 5-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
